Kroger Recalls 24,000 


Cans Of Beef Stew 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Kroger supermarkets and a 
Tennessee packing company have asked stores and 
consumers to return 24,000 cans of beef stew suspected 
of containing potentially deadly botulism bacteria. 
The firms announced the voluntary- nationwide recall, 
after the Agriculture Department issued an urgent alert 
Thursday warning consumers that the stew might be 
contaminated with botulism. 
The beef stew —packed by the Krey Packing Co. of 
Jackson. Tenn. 
was blamed for the death Sunday 
morning of Mrs. Cleo Harris, a 79-yearold Georgia 
woman. 
Mrs. Harris and a relative, 73-year-old Mrs. Mary 
Bevel, were hospitalized on Thanskgiving Day after 
eating the stew and home-canned beans the previous 
day. 
Botulin bacteria was found in the stew. 
Spokesmen for both companies asked consumers to 
return, the entire 24,000-can lot — packed by Krey on 
July 11. 
The stew is packed in 24ounce cans carrying bearing 
the the identification code “EST 712 192 S4” stamped on 
the lid. 
“Consumers having this brand of beef stew ... should 
return it to the market where purchased 
Under no 
circumstances should the cans be opened and tasted.” 
said officials of the Agriculture Department's Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Service. 
“Even a small amount of the toxin produced by the 
bacteria Clostridium botulinim contained, in a taste is 
dangerous and can be fatal,” the officials warned 
Kroger, which operates 1,240 supermarkets in 20 
states, said in a statement that the stew was distributed, 
nationally and that customers should check to see it any 
of the product is on their kitchen shelves

FAA, Pilots Disagree Sharply On 
Cause Of TWA 514 Disaster

WASHINGTON

- 
Preliminary findings show TWA 
Flight 514 may have crashed 
into a mountain Sunday be­ 
cause the pilot and an air 
traffic controller had different 
ideas about what an order 
meant. All 92 persons aboard 
were' killed. 
The pilot apparently thought 
the controller’s order —permis­ 
sion to start an approach to 
Runway 
12 at Washington's 
Dulles International Airport — 
meant he could safely cut his 
altitude almost in half im­ 
mediately. 
The Air Line Pilots Associa­ 
tion Thursday backed up the 
pilot’s 
interpretation., 
but 
a. 
spokesman 
for 
the 
Federal 
Aviation Administration disa­ 
greed sharply, saying the pilot 
should have checked his charts 
for the minimum safe altitude 
before descending. 
A report by the National 
Transportation Safety 
Board 
meanwhile 
said 
the 
Trans 
World Airlines flight got its 
landing 
approach 
clearance 
while flying over mountains 
where the published minimum 
safe altitude was 3,400 feet. 
The report said the plane 
immediately descended to 1,800 


feet 
—about 
half 
the 
safe 
altitude. 
The three-engine jetliner flew 
straight, into the 'west side of 
Paris Mountain only a few 
yards below the top of the 
ridge. 
The crash occurred just 23 
miles west of Dulles and about 
five miles north of Upperville, 
Va. It was the worst U.S. air 
disaster of the year 
Although the safety board 
report did not say so specifical­ 
ly, it indicated pilot error might 
have been to blame for the 
crash. 
Reacting angrily, the pilot’s 
association sent a letter to 
President Ford demanding that 
NTSB Chairman John Reed be 
removed for issuing the report 
in violation of the board's own 
rules against commenting on 
factors involved in a crash 
before 
the 
investigation 
is 
complete. 
Sources close to the investiga­ 
tion said a tape of the final 
conversation 
in 
the 
cockpit 
indicated someone —probably 
the copilot, who is believed to 
have been handling the controls 
—asked just before the crash if 
the plane was going too low. 
Someone else, probably the 
pilot, replied: 
“You’ve been 
cleared 
for 
an 
approach. 


Therefore, you can go down to 
1.800 feet ” 
The pilots’ group said this 
would

SOMETHING OUT OF JOINT 
Even with some so-called explanations, there are 
some things we ordinary people just don't understand 


For exam ple, if the doctors who treated ex-President 
Nixon’s phlebitis were to sock their patient with a bill of 
some half million dollars, there would he cries of in­ 
dignation, and not all of them from taxpayers concerned 
that the' tab would eventually be passed on to Uncle Sam. 


No one seem s upset by the fact that the legal costs 
facing a num ber of form er associates of Mr. Nixon are up 
in that stratospheric range. 


The services of a man who saves your life or your 
health would seem to deserve a greater rew a rd tha n those 
of a m an who saves you from jail (and som etimes 
doesn’t) . Yet for some reason we are m ore outraged by a 
high fee charged by a skilled physician than by the much 
higher fee usually comm anded by a m em ber of a 
prestigious law firm. 


W atergate has not only been a blot on the legal 
profession, with more than two-score of those involved: 
being lawyers, it also has been a financial bonanza. 


According to AP w riter H arry F Rosenthal, form er 
secretary of com m erce Maurice H. Stans' legal bill for his 
48-day trial in the Vesco case was $380,793. That of his co­ 
defendant. form er attorney general John N. Mitchell, was 
$393,346, plus $79,044 for expenses. 


Those tabs are being picked up by a trust fund han­ 
dling money left over from Richard Nixon’s 1972 re- 
election com m ittee AT latest report, the com m ittee had 
spent or owed $1.9 million in legal costs, 


The just-begun trial of the five highest-ranking 
figures in the W atergate coverup, of which Mitchell is one, 
is expected to rack up legal costs 
of several million 
dollars. 


Friends of H R Haldeman, form er White House chief 
of staff, are trying to raise $400.000 for his legal expenses. 
John Ehrilichm an says he’ll need $300,000. 


Two W atergate figures avoided some of this problem, 
however. Bernard L. Barker and Eugenio R. Martinez, 
indicted in both the W atergate break-in and the “plum ­ 
bers" operation, declared them selves paupers. 


True, they w ere convicted and went to prison but so 
have most of those who spent tens of thousands of dollars 
on their defenses and appeals in various other W atergate 
cases. If a surgeon’s scalpel slips, at least you can sue him 
for m alpractice. But if a lawyer fails to w in your case, his 
bill still rem ains payable in full.

Of course, I am talking about those men w ho brave 
parents, relatives, coaches, fans, and players and get out 
in their black and white striped shirts to officiate a 
'basketball gam e. It's a tough job. 
Give them a b re a k ! They know what they are doing or 
they wouldn't be out there. They don’t have to do it. They 
get their official’s license because they want to, and they 
enjoy it. Do you realize what the game would be like with 
out them ? U tter chaos. 
Not everyone who tries autom atically 'becomes an 
official. They m ust take a test and prove that they have a 
knowledge of the game. Not all of them make it. There is 
also another way to weed out bad officials. Right now 
there are two classifications for referees-registered and 
certified. Registered officials are those that have just 
begun and are gaining experience by calling, junior high 
freshm an, and B-team ballgam es. Ocass ionally, a school 
will hire an official that is registered for a varsity game. 
It doesn’t happen very often. Certified officials are those 
who have been m easured by their work and m ore than 
likely, have been refereeing fo ra good m any years. They 
become certified only after filing six evaluation cards 
from school officials with the IHSAA. If the coachs’ 
evaluation is not a recommendation for certification, they 
rarely make it. But when they do, you can almost be 100 
per “tent sure that the m an knows w'hat he is doing. 
Lets get down to the basics. A referee is only human., 
i ¿ will make mistakes. But all calls made in a gam e by an 
official are judgment calls. This, of course excludes time 
outs. And when you are sitting in the stands and he makes 
a call, it is a judgment call that has to be made in a split 
second. You might not agree with it, but he m ade the 
decision, and when it com es right down to it, he was a lot 
closer to the play than you were (usually) and he has a 
little bit better knowledge of the rules < usually) so he can 
reach that split-second decision I said usually because, 
lets face it, it is not always that w ay 
T here are some bad officials. There a re 'those 'that 
think that the striped shirts let them Adolph Hitler the 
game. And there are those that ocasionally slip by 
without a complete knowledge of the rules. But they are 
eventuallyweeded out Schools won’t hire them, the IHSAA 
gets some bad recom m endations, or something else 
happens and they get out. 
When your team loses, it is ven. easy to blame the 
refs. But next time stop and think, it might not have been 
their fault at all.

John The Baptist Is First 
To Recognize Christ Jesus

Many Christians today see a 
sharp distinction between the 
Old and New Testaments. They 
appear to feel that the Old 
T estam ent 
is 
a 
p artial 
revelation which has largely 
been superseded by the New 
Testam ent. Insofar as the New 
Testam ent 
deals 
with 
the 
revelation of God through Jesus 
Christ, it, of course, stands 
apart from the Old Testament. 
But the New Testament writers 
always saw a complete unity to 
the revelations contained, in 
both collections of books. For 
them the new revelation was a 
fulfillment of the old and it gave 
transcendent 
meaning 
and 
purpose to all that had gone 
before. 
This 
characteristic 
of 


'The Sunday School Lesson for 
D ecem ber 
8 
is 
entitled, 
“ Preparing the W ay.” Matthew 
3:1-12. 


fulfillm ent 
is 
particularly 
marked in the opening chapters 
of Matthew, which we study 
today. At the very beginning of 
the1 book stands a geneology 
showing Jesus’s descent from 
Abraham, 
and 
D avid, 
and 
Matthew faithfully reports ever 
Old Testament prophecy which 
could 
be 
interpreted 
as 
foretelling the coming of Jesus. 
Prophets of Doom 
Matthew 's account of John the 
Baptist provides the specific 
bridge which links the old and 
the new revelation. John was 
probably a member of one of the 
groups of Jewish exiles from the 
everyday 
world 
who 
congregated in desert places 
and devoted themselves to a 
rigorous and ascetic cultivation 
of their moral and spiritual life. 
Many of these men. were regard­ 
ed with, reverence and fear 
by Jews generally, particularly 
when the exiles condemned the 
sins of 
their 
more 
worldly 
brothers and foretold doom. The 
preachers could count on a 
receptive audience, for many 
Jews were keenly aware that 
their nation was not fulfilling 
the great destiny to which 'God 
had 
called 
it. 
Since 
the 
Babylonian Captivity 500 years 
before, Jews had languished 


under the feet of conquerors. 
They longed for the messiah 
promised by the 
Lord 
who 
would not only free them, but 
through them construct a new 
w orld o rd er 
in 
w hich 
all 
■peoples—Jew 
and 
G entile 
alike—would live 
under 
the 
direct rule of God. 
A New Elijah 
Hence 
we 
can 
see 
the 
dramatic importance of the 
story of John the Baptist. John 
announced the arrival of a 
messiah. John was a prophet on 
the order of Elijah, rigorously 
ascetic., caring nothing for the 
comforts of the world, fearless 
and 
uncompromising 
in 
his 
message. Moreover, he, like 
Jesus, was foretold in the Old 
Testament: In describing him 
Matthew quotes Isaiah. He was 
“The voice of one crying in the 
wilderness.; Prepare the way of 
the L ord, m ake his paths 
straight..” 
John was particularly bitter 
toward 
the 
Pharisees and 
Sadducees. These were men 
whose name indicated that they 
had 
“separated” 
themselves 
from the defilements of the 
world around them. They un­ 
dertook. to live strictly by the 
Jewish law, in part as penance 
for 
the 
sins 
of 
th eir 
forefathers. One might expect, 
therefore, that since their 
object of purification was 
similar to that of John, he would 
look on them as friends and 
allies, But instead John called 
them “a. brood of vipers” and 
accused 
them, of adopting 
merely the form and not the 
substance 
of 
repentence. 
Actually, many, if not most of 
the Pharisees were devoted and 
self-sacrificing. 
Paul, 
for 
example, had been a Pharisee 
before and perhaps even after 
his 
conversion... 
But 
the 
P h a rise e s 
and 
Sadducees 
even tu ally rep u d iated C hrist 
and played a leading role in his 
crucifixion. Hence es post facto 
the 
New 
Testament 
writers 
hurled their bitterest con­ 
demnations at the two groups, 
and with such effect that the 
word “Pharisaic” is. today -n 
adjective denoting, hypocrisy, 
John's View of The Messiah 
In The concluding verses of 
our lesson today John foretells 


the coming ot Jesus. Whereas 
John baptized with water, Jesus 
would baptize “with the Holy 
Spirit and with fire.” As the 
final judge, “he will clear his 
threshing floor and gather in his 
wheat into the granary, but the 
chaff 
he 
will 
burn 
with 
unquenchable fire.” John saw 
Jesus, therefore, as the ultimate 
distributor of rewards and 
punishments; he apparently did 
not see him as the great savior 
of mankind from sin. Insofar as 
John the Baptist recognized. 
Jesus Jo h n is essentially a New 
Testam ent figure. 
But John 
conceived Jesus in essentially 
Old 
Testam ent 
term s. 
It 
remained for others to grasp the 
full significance of the coming of 
Christ.

interests of the day. I agree with 
John Mahoney, editor of “U.S. 
Catholic” who has written that 
Santa has become “a huckster 
who has taught greed, not love 
to millions of children,’' 
Santa had his origin in Saint 
Nicholas who dispensed gifts to 
children hundreds of years ago 
Our modern Santas really have 
no relation to the old Saint. The 
modern image of Old Nick, red 
garbed, fat and bearded was 
dream ed up by a cartoonist, 
Thomas Nast during the last 
century. 
This 
S an ta, 
says Mr. 
Mahoney, “ is the front man for 
greedy corporations and the 
tutor in greed for millions of 
American children. He is the 
saint of gim m e.” 
The root of m odem Santa’s 
problem goes back to our 
m odern 
ideas 
about 
“ the 
holidays.” We have turned our 
religious feast days into secular 
holidays. For instance, I spent 
Thanksgiving with a pastoral 
friend. My wife and I attended 
his Thanksgiving eve service. 
He has a congregation of four 
hundred, Only sixty persons 
showed up to give thanks to God. 
The day after Thanksgiving my 
colleague invited me 
to go 
shopping with him at a large 
mall in his city. The mall was so 
crowded with shoppers that one 
could barely get in the stores. 
The line for children to be 
photographed with the jolly old 
huckster 
stre tc h e d 
c le a r 
through the m all. My friend said 
to me “ where were all these 
people 
y e ste rd a y ? 
Not 
in 
church. I ’m sure." I replied that 
I didn't think they would be at 
church on Christm as eve either. 
Now to set the record straight 
I am not against the idea of 
Santa Claus or gifts or lights or 
trees and tinsel for that m atter. 
As 1 am writing this my wife is 
home decorating our house for 
Christmas. She is only half done 
and the place looks beautiful, 


Like you I will look eagerly 
under the tree for a gift or two. 
There is something wonderful 
and reassuring about the giving 
and receiving of gifts by those 
we love. 
However, we must never lose 
sight of (the basics of Christmas. 
Those basics can be summed up 
in three one sylable words, God 
loves us. Thus the secular man 
who celebrates the Christmas of 
trees and lights and tinsel and 
Santa is only half a human 
being. He can only be a com­ 
plete C hristm as celeb rato r 
when he realizes the meaning of 
Christm as and can be found in 
G od’s house on

RENO,, Nev. (UPI) — Au­ 
thorities have found, more than 
600 bags, most of them full of 
silver coins, hidden in the 
basement of a mansion belong­ 
ing to the estate of the late 
eccentric millionaire La Vere 
Redfield. 
The treasure was found 
behind false walls and under 
enormous piles of trash," 
according to court documents 
filed by attorneys for Redfield’s 
widow. 
Redfield left an estate es­ 
timated at between $70 million 
and $200' million and was known, 
to have hoarded valuables at 
his mansion. 
Documents detailing the 
search for Refield’s possessions 
said 680 sacks of precious 
metals, mostly silver or gold 
coins, were found, along with, 
uncashed dividend checks 'dat­ 
ing back to 1050. 
These are to be appraised 
along with huge land holdings, 
three containers of stamps, 
10,000 sets of bronze coins and 
other property. 
""In the basement of 'the 
house, behind false wals 
constructed from thousands of 
cardboard boxes, a vast quanti­ 
ty of silver coins of various 
denominations were located," 
the court documents said. 
When Redfield died, Sept. 6, 
he left two wills, which are 
being contested in court. The 
first, dated Oct. 16, 1972, was a 
land writ ten document leaving 
his fortune to his widow and a 
niece. 
'The second will, also hand­ 
written but dated May, 1974, 
left most of. his estate to the 
University of Nevada, the City 
of Reno, Nevada State Prison 
and Reno’s Veteran’s Hospital. 
The first will has already 
been admitted, to probate, but 
toe City of Reno and the state 
of Nevada, are seeking to1 .have 
it replaced with the second one.

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A few years hack a Clinton 
County 
bank caused 
much 
turm oil both at 
F rankfort, 
Indiana and throughout Clinton 
County. Clinton Countians were 
up in arm s over a proposal, 
made by the bank. TTre idea 
proposed 
by 
the 
bank 
had 
nothing to do with banking, 
money or interest rates. 


The 
bank 
had 
come 
into 
possession of a modern six story 
building in downtown Frank­ 
fort. It proposed to donate the 
building to both Clinton County 
and the city of Frankfort, for 
use 
as 
a 
city-county 
head­ 
quarters. There was just one 
hitch and th at’s what caused, all 
the commotion. The city and 
county would have to house all 
offices in the modern building 
and te a r down the county 
courthouse and use the land for 
municipal parking. An outraged 
citizenry mobilized forces and 
letters poured out to the editor 
the Frankfort Morning Times 
Speakers took to the stump to 
speak against the horrendous 
idea 
of 
"tearing 
down 
our 
beloved courthouse.” Just about 
everyone opposed, the bank’s 
strings attach ed generosity. 
Finally because the bank was so 
villified by just about every 
civic group in the community it 
withdrew its offer, tore down its 
own building and used the land 
not for municipal parking, but 
for private bank patron parking. 


The love for ancient court­ 
houses is strong in Hoosierdom. 
Rush County’s Courthouse is 
undergoing exterior renovation 
and will stand on the square for 
y e a r’s to com e as county 
headquarters. 


The present courthouse is the 
third to be erected on the same 
site and was not built without 
opposition. For there were those 
in 1896 who loved the “old” 
courthouse and wanted to see it 
stand 
The first county legal 
seat was built in 1826 at a cost of 
$2,500 It was replaced in 1848 by 
a structure costing, $12,000. By 
1896 this second 'edifice was 
inadequate and it was torn down 
to make way for the third and 
present building. In the interim 
the county government func­ 
tioned in the Christian Church at 
the c o rn er of Second and 
Morgan. (The church is not The

the modernization of the court 
room and judge’s chambers. 
The building has many beautiful 
features, but by far the most 
im pressive features of the 
building 
are 
the 
two 
large 
stained glass windows on either 
side of the entrance to the court 


room On one side’ a sitting 
justice complete with her scales 
is pictured. The other window 
bears the largest stain glass 
rendition of the state seal in 
Indiana. 
The Rush County Courthouse 
is not only impressive, beautiful 
and loved by county residents 
but it may soon become a 
registered 
national 
historical 
landmark. Application has been 
m ade and our beloved court­ 
house may become a famous 
building
